CHATTAXOOi»A^ Sept. 20.—The gov- 


ernment of Jhe WKted States is iu full 
po'sessKm of the Chickamauga and 
Chuttanooga field. The nation has an- 
other public park which, while it may 
not be m? grand from a scenic point of 
•view as that of the Yellowstone, yet it 
•will be far dearer to the hearts of the 
people. The park dedicated to the na- 
tion yesterday was consecrated with the 
blood of' 33,000 heroes in 18(>3. It was 
consecrated by a Iwttle which for des- 
perate fighting and carnage has few, if 
anv, equola in the world's history. But 
the unique feature of this dedication 
ve^terday is the tact that men who 
struggled aud fought 
against each 


other at Chickamauga, yesterday 3y 
years ugo, met hure :igain as brothers, 
and each did his share toward making 
the dedication a success. They sealed a 
compact by which the last vestige of 
venom eauierl by the civil war was blot- 
ted out. 
W;thiu the limits of this grand his- 


toric place of pleasure for the nation 
ware upwards o_f 75,000 people. Among 
the throng were some of the nation's 
heroes, and there were also some of her 
highest officials. 
Of President Cleve- 


land's cabinet there were Attorney 
General Harmon, Secretary of the Navy

of the 
Interior 


Smith aud Attorney General Wilson. 
There were ubakor's dozen of governors 
and hundreds of men of renowu who 
took part in the conflict between the 
north and south. 
The meeting was called to order at 12 


o'clock, and at that hour Snodjfnis* 
Hill was covered with people.

tional commission on Snodgrnss Hill was 
v> arranged that nearly every one of the 
tens of thousands of auditors: could hear 
the speeches and addresses throughout 
By way of beginning there was a na- 
tional salute of 44 guns by trie artillery, 
followed by "Tho Star Spangled Ban- 
ner" plaved by one of the United States 
Infantry" bands.

General Granville M. Dodge of the

After music by tha band and prayer, 


he introduced the first speaker of ihe 
evening. General O. 0. Howard of the 
U. 3. A. 
In th& course of his speech General 


Howard began by a glowing tribute to 
the great generals, both blue aud gray, 
who participated in tho V.ittle of Chick- 
xtaauga, and, continuing, ha told of the 
heroic American volunteer aud the 
things he saw and experienced; of the | 
scaling of Lookout mountain and the 
battle'above the clouds; of the welcome 
news of Leo^s surrender; of Lincoln's 
asaassiuation, 'aud vhe return home of 
the battle-scarred veterans. 


After this he began to speak of the 


present, skipping the lapse of 30 years. 
Then lie described the grizzled and stray 
veteran as he appears today. He told 
of the pathetic scenes he had witnessed 
at reunions where veterans of both side* 
were puseut. The war was a necessity. 
Nothing human could have warded it 
off. Shivery caused it. In concluding 
he said in part:

PLYMOUTH. England. Sept. 20.—The 


Steamer Eeresfurd has arrived here hav- 
ing ill tow the trawler Vulture of Brix- 
ham and four ship's boats containing tho 
captain, crew and passeiisers of the 
Netherlands-American Steamship com- 
pany's steam-hip Edam of Rotterdam, 
from New York bound for Amsterdam 


At I a. m the Edam collided with 


the Tnrkistan when 50 miles southeast 
of Start Point. The Edam foundered 
and the Turkistau was lost to view in 
the fog. 


The captain, crew and passengers of 


the Edam, who had taken to the boats 
immediately after the collision, wersj 
picked up by the Trawler. 


Everything is being done at Plymouth 


to make the shipwrecked people com- 
fortable and to supply them with cloth- 
ing, as all their baggage was lost. The 
Edam had on board 93 steerage passen- 
gers. 


The German steamer Stiissfurt, which 


arrived at Plymouth from Hamburg, 
iep<">rts baring p;i.-,sed a steamer IS 
rniloi southeast of the Edystone light- 
house, which had evidently been in a 
collision, as her bows were smashed and 
her stern \vas gone 
Soon 
afterward 


the St.tssfurt passed a large boat, par- 
tially submerged, only the bow being 
above water.

start for shore when the suction occa 
sioued by the sinking of the Barcastegu 
carried the boat down aud all on boarc 
were drowned. The total loss of iife i 
now set at 40.

the engines to save the lift1 of a sailo 
whose arm had been caught in th 
dynamo.

AccOrdiug to Dr. Dnpuit, a pTiysit-ian 


ef Paris, writing in Les Annales d'fiy- 
gieue Pnblione, a safe and effecme 
method of pnnrying water by chemical 
action has been discovered. Dr. Dnpoiij 
notes that hitherto the methods of puri- 
fying drinking water have been by fil- 
tration and by the action of heat. Fil- 
tration is the oldest and least effective 
method. Even filtration thro^-h porons 
porcelain, the inosf effective Tafetance 
known, cannot always I » crested, espe- 
cially after the apparatus has been long 
in use. Dr. Dapont does not assert that 
boiling fails to destroy unsions germs, 
but be says that it often leaves in the 
water organic matter that nsight be 
dangerous to health, and that boiling 
makes -water less digestible by robbing 
it of its gases. He instances a case in 
•which water from the Seine was fonnd 
after boiling to contain more microbes 
than before. 


M. Girar, diredtor of the municipal 


laboratory of P.tris, and Dr. Bordas, a 
pupil of Piofessor Brouardel, have re- 
cently presented to the Academy of 
Sciences, through the chemist Friedel, 
a communication on the purification of 
water by ohcmical action. The chemic- 
als used are permanganate of lime and 
binoside of manganese. The permanga- 
nate of lime, coming in contact with or- 
ganic matter and micro organisms, de- 
stroys them and decomposes itself into 
osvgen, oside of ruanganese and hme. 
Then, to cairy off the snrfllus of per- 
manganate and complete the purifica- 
tion. the water is poured over binoxide 
of manganese. Oxyyen in the nascent 
state is thus freed, and it burns up any 
remaining germs- There remain then in 
the apparatus inferior oxides of miuAta- 
nese, which hasten to recxidize them- 
selves and furnish again a certain quau- 
tity of binoside of manganese. The wa- 
ter. as thus finally purified, contains a 
little lime in the form of a bicarbonate 
and traces of oxygenated water. 


A Terr small quantity of permanga- 


nate of lime is used in this process. 
KOI more than 1.3 grains troy to 
abocc a quart of water taken from the 
Seine at a point near Paris resulted in 
the production of perfectly pure water 
as wholesome as spring water. Dr. Dn- 
pont says that if the process can be made 
successful on a large scale the question 
of purifying water is eettled. Water 
containing 100,000 colonies of microbes 
per cubit centimeter can thus be puri- 
fied, and ice placed in water with per- 
manganate of lime is a}so quickly ster- 
ilized.

14 over the cost of feed, or 
an average of about 35 cents per duck, 
which shows that all ducts do not e,it 
their heads off. 


This experiment gave me the duck 


fever, and I thought if common mud 
iucks would pay a net profit of 83 cents 
per head some good large thoroughbreds 
would do better. So though late in the 
season I at once sent to James Raukan for 
a lot of eggs from his Imperial Pekins. 
lu dne time I had (J4 bright young duck- 
lings hatched and by extra care raised 
63 of them. They certainly were bean- 
ties, and some of them weighed seven 
pounds each alive at 10 weeks old. 1 
have been raising several hundred each 
rear since and have received a net profit 
above cost of feed of from -40 to GO cents 
each, always killing them in the sum- 
mer when about S to ] 1 weeks old. 


If properly fed and cared for, a Pekin 


duck'will very nearly get its weight at 
10 weeks of age. For quick growth they 
should be kept in yards and fed five 
times a day for the first few weeks, then 
three times a clay until marketed, with 
plenty of water to drink and grit for 
digesting their food.

One common mistake in the business 


is the idea that it is the quantity of 
good food and not the variety that 
affects the laying, arid that if a fowl is 
given nny foou which supplies all the 
component parts of the egg nothing 
more is necessary.

From the geological point of view it 


is TiiSO w* £»^.it imcic&t, for litrro may 
be found rock* that range in age from 
the ino^t ancient of which we have any 
know ledge to those in process of forma- 
tion at the. present moment. The su- 
perheated waters of the hot springs and 


hold a large amount of tock- 
mau-rial in solution, which is 


deposited about the openings of tho 
springs on the cooling of the waters, and 
in this way building up a mass of great 
magnitude. These springs and geyser* 


yiato.-, oiu-u on the borders or in t'.r 
forests oi living trees. The trees are- 
killed at once by the hot water, and 011 
becoming withered and dry bejrin soon 
to take up the rockmakiiis solution bv 
which they are bathed, and thus to pass 
into the fossil state. 


Conditions similar to these, or at least 


favorable to the preservation cf fossil 
forests, appear to have existed from a 
reni-c-ie tiiiitt, fcr there is evidence to 
show that the fossil forests were pre- 
served before the most active of the hot 
spring phenomena were inaugurated. 
These fossil forests are located in the 
northeastern corner of the Yellowstone 
National park, at a place known locally 
as Amethyst mountain, or Fossil Forest 
ridge. This is really a mountain some 
ten miles long and rising nealry or quite 
2,000 feet above the general level of the 
valley. If it -were possible to cut a sec- 
tion dovrii through this monutain, as a 
slice is cut from a loaf of bread, there 
would bo found a roocessica of at least 
15 fossil forests, one above another— 
that is to say, at some remote day, geo- 
logically speaking, there grew a great 
forest, which was covered up by the 
ejected material from a great volcano, 
rivaling in size Mount Etna, that is 
known to have existed some miles to 
the north. ' The trees were entombed in 
an upright position, and under the ac- 
tiou of silica charged waters were fossil- 
ized. The action oi the volcano ceased, 
and quiet vras resrm cd for v sufficient 
length of time for a -••ecood forest to be 
developed above the first. Then canie •'' 
second octr'v-t from the Mjk-ono. raid 
this forest was buried aud fossilized like 


i the farst. and Kn, m tuiii, ha\ e the dozen 
or- more forests flourished and been en- 
gulf ed. 


Then came the final quiet, tho rum- 


bling of the volcano coaled, and its fires 
were extinguished. But immediately 
the action of the elements began, aud 
the wearing forces of ram and 'lost, act- 
ing thronsjh long ages, have carved out 
this mountain, in the heart of which 
may be read the ftory of its origin. This 
denudation appears to have been unac- 
companied by any of the violent move- 
ments so often characteristic ut mountain 
building, and consequently when the 
softer material 
is worn away from 


around the trunks they stand upright in 
the exact positions ui which they grew 
originally. 


The first forest to be visited is in 


the vicinity of Yancey'?, a stage station 
on the mail route from the Mammoth 
Hot Springs to Cooke City, Mnu. It is 
about a mile west of the junction of the 
La mar river and the Yellowttone. and 
on the middle slope of a low MIL As 
one approaches 
the locality, several 


trunks are observed standing on the hill- 
side, which at si distance seem quite like 
the stumps of living trits. and even a 
nearer approach barely suffices to reveal 
their true nature, as they are covered 
with lichens and blackened and discol- 
ored by frost aud r.iiu. Tiiey are, how- 
ever, veritable fof^il trunks, standing 
upright on the steep hillside, in the 
same positions in which they grew. The 
largest trunk is 18 JW feet in circumfer- 
ence and about 15 feet in height. It is 
considerably weathered and must have 
been much larger when hvhig, lor the 
bark is in no place preserved. The oth- 
ers—and there are dozens of them—are 
slightly smaller, and have been weath- 
ered down until, iu most cases, only a 
few inches can be seen above the sur- 
face. So perfectly are they preserved 
tnat each stump shows thfl annual rings 
us distinctly visible as in a freshly out- 
living tree, and even each tiny cell, with 
it* fine ac4 dulicHte markings, is abso- 
lutely perfect-

iistant, along the Lamar river, on the 
south side of which faces the Fossil For- 
est ridga In home places perpendicular 
cliffs many feet in height may be seon. 
These cliffs have worn away, leaving ex- 
posed huge trees, which may bo observed 
from iv distance of a mile or more from 
the vall($, standing out in bold relief, 
as It has neon aptly said, "like the pil- 
lars of some anoient temple. " A closer 
view shows thoi trees to bo from -J to 
6 feet in di.mictor, and often 20 or 80 
feet high, with thoir great roots run- 
ning off into tho solid rock. A great 
niche iu tho fare of tho wall marks tho 
place from which one of theso trunks 
lius fallen. Sonic of the remaining ones 
appear just ready to fr.ll, while others 
project bnt little boyond the face—show- 
ing that the mountain is filled with the

follows: An ordinary wash boiler holds 
100 pounds of milk easily; this needs 
one teaspoonful of rennet extract (li- 
qtiid), and it will make a ten pound 
cheese, which is a very convenient size 
for family use or for sale. For salt, use 
one heaped tablespoonful for a ten 
pound cheese.

The trees are" 
kilk-rt at once by the hot water, aua ou 
becoming withered and dry bejrin soon 
to take up the rockujakiug solution by 
which they lire bathed, and thus to pass 
into the fossil state.

r'!««, fnr mere is evidence to 


show that the fossil forests were pre- 
served before the most active of the hot 
sprmg phenomena were inaugurated. 
These fossil forests are located in the 
northeastern corner of the Yellowstone 
National pivrk, at a place known locally 
as Amethyst mountain, or Fos-sil Forest 
ridge. This is really a mountain some 
ten miles long and rising nfuiiry or nnire 
2,000 feet above the general level of the 
valley. If it were possible to cut a sec- 
tion dowu through this mountain, as a 
slice is cut from a loaf of bread, there 
•wrnnlrl HA found a EUCCi^KioU Cf at leii£t 
15 fossil forests, one above another— 
that is to say, at. some remote day, geo- 
logically speaking, there grew a great 
forPsi, which wa& covered up by the 
ejected material from a great volcano, 
rivaling in size Mount Etna, that is 
known to have existed some miles to 
the north. ' The trees were entombed iu 
au uprisbt position, and under the nc- 
tiou of silica charged waters were fossil- 
ized. The action of the volcano ceased, 
aiid t|ui6i "vT.15 trfiured for u Mifiluieui 
length of time for a fcecond forest to be 
developed above the first. Then came u 
second outbnrbt from the volcano, aud 
this forest was buried and fus>ili7ed like 
tin- fir.st, and M., in turn, iiuve tue dozen 
or more forests flouri.-hed and been en- 
gulf ed. 


Then came tho final quiet, tbe rum- 


bling of the volcano ceased, aud its fires 
wern evtiufruished. 
But immediately 


the waring forces of rain aud frost, act- 
ing throiiL.li long ages, IUITO carved out 
this inciuitaiii, in the hoait of which 
may be read the story of its origin. This 
denudation appears to have been unac- 
companied by auy of the violent move- 
ments so often ch:tracter'stic of mountain 
building, and consequently when the 
softer material is worn away from 
around tha trunks they stand upright in 
the exact positions in which they grew 
originally. 


Tbe first forest to bo visited is vi 


the vicinity of Yaneey's, a stage station 
on the mail route from the Mammoth 
Hot Springs to Oooke City. Moii. It is 
about a mile west of the junction of the 
Lamar river and the Yellowstone, and 
ou rise middle slope of a low hill. As 
one approaches the locality, several 
trunks are observed standing ou thehill- 
bidtj, which HL a disjt-aiiue seem quite liko 
the stumps of living ti&s, aud even » 
nearer approach barely suffices to reveal 
their true nature, as they are covered 
with lichens and blackened and discol- 
ored by frost and raiu. They are, how- 
ever, veritable fossil trunks, standing 
upright on the steep hillside, in the 
game positions in which they grew. The 
largest trunk is 18 
l>< feet in circumfer- 


ence and about 15 feet in height. It is 
considerably weathered and must have 
been much larger when living, lor the 
bark is in no place preserved. The oth- 
ers—and there are dozens of them—are 
slightly smaller, and have been weath- 
ered down until, in most cases, only a 
few inches cau be seen above the sur- 
fxpA. Sn perfectly ftro thny JirflRprved 
that each stump shows the annual rings 
us distinctly visible as in a freshly cut 
living tree, and even eacu tiny cell, with 
its fine and delicate markings, is abso- 
lutely perfect. 


The next forest is «ome 10 or 12 miles 


iisfetnt, along the Lamar river, on the 
south side of •which faces the Fossil For- 
est ridge. Iu some places perpendicular 
cliff* many feet iu height may be seen. 
These cliffs have worn away, leaving ex- 
posed huge trees, which may bo observed 
from a distance of a mile or more from 
the vallcj, Mandiug out in bold relief, 
as it has been aptly said, "like the pil- 
lars of some ancient temple." A closer 
view shows these trees to bo from 4 to 
fi feet in diameter, and often 20 or 80 
foot high, with thoir great roots run- 
ning off into tho solid rock. A great 
niche iu tho fare of the wall marks tho 
placo from which one, of theso trunks 
has fallen. Some of the remaining ouei 
appear just ready to full, while other,' 
project but little beyond the face—-show- 
ing that tho mountain is filled with the 
remains of these trees.—Epoch.

The Arabs acquired die knowl- 
edge of gunpowder from the Tartars 
and are said to have used cannon at the 
siege of Lis'iou in 1147. The Greek fire 
was invented iu 6G8 A. D., and besides 
setting fire to the enemies' ships and 
cities was used to shoot leaden balls 
out cf metal cannon. Marcus Gracous, 
who lived A. D. 1204-1261, describes 
gunpowder as a mixture of two pounds 
of coal, a pound of sulphur ana bis 
pounds of saltpeter.—Irou Agfa.
